Such appear* tu ut la tie the icupe of 
this tint chapter of our furthcoming code . 
and ns far a) personi who have had no 
actual experience in the buiioeu of "iqual- 
litig' r can be allowed to judge of their 
merits, these regulations, we would re- 
peat, are much less ubjectiongble than those 
or last year, and evince a marked coot fl- 
lion to the public opinion uf theculony. 

1'he uuly thing that at pntMnl strikes 
us ai unsatisfactory in the detail*, ia the 
large amount of discretionary powen still 
left in the hands of liir Crown Land Com- 
munion en. Thus* officers are the sole arbi- 
trator! whoaedicluinittoiettlethe magui- 
tudr uf areas and the quality of paituret, 
and Upon v. huse terlilicates and retttrtu the 
Government are to act aiupun eitablished 
data. iSiich ziovrera, exrrclied by sin- 
gle individuals, are truly furtiiidiblr, 
and were very emphatically complained 
uf during the agllatiom. H Is to be 
lamented, therefore, that the (Juvernnient, 
whilst under the moving influence uf the 
apirir of conciliation, did not make some 
cunceuiuo on thii generally offenaivr 
point. The influence uf the Commis- 
sioners " has increased, it increaaiug, nnd 
otighl lo he diminished." 

AQR1CLLTLRK f)K NEW SOLTH 
WALES. 

I', anuther part of our paper Hill 
be fuliud a letter on the principle! 
of cultivation, to which we would 
direct the attention uf uur acientttic 
readers. It », if we miitake not, the 
tint attempt lo apply tu the agriculture of 
New South Wale i those diicoveriri uf 
modern science which form ihe bull of 
the apleudid work uf Linn,., by which an 
entire revolution, haa been effected in the 
agricultural practice uf the northern 
hemisphere. 

A main object uf uur correspondent ii 
(a i how that the phoiphates of lime and 
iriagneiia. which constitute nearly twu 
thirds uf the weight of Inine, are the pru- 
prr foxnJof wheal and of other edible leedi, 
whether it exist naturally in the toil or be 
supplied lo it by manure, The legitimate 
inference ii, that bone dual is the lieit 
innm. "■ fur preventing the failure of 
wheat crops, and thiaj ia borne uul by 
every day experience lu uur mother 
country. 

We learn from experiments made by 
the President of the Royal Society of 
Agriculture, lhal iwu tuiilirli of borir 
dust per a< re, macerated tb tl-1 Iba. of aul- 
pheric *Cid. it a cult "f I l», Sd., realised 
a greater ainuunl uf prutil than :I1J lbs. 
uf gnauo, which cost £l ITi. 4d. The 
pruli! in favuur of the bone, inking into 
account the difference of expenie and the 
slight superiority in the crop manured by 
it, wai £1 l£i. id. per acre, tht soil being 
pour lipAl. and laadf. 

Tbii and other facta adduced by uur 
correspondent are lo us of infinite impor- 



tance. We hear eontlnuil ownplaiuti of 

the ilrlk iency of our crups, and <rf uur 
inability lu compete with other nations 
lu Ihr raiting of agricultural produce; 
nul we neglect lo employ (he means which 
a hutiriliful FW idenre has placed within 
'mi reach. Our boiling-down establish- 
ments potiess the means of imparling fer- 
trhly iu myriadi of acres around them, by 
pulling into circulation the rarthy matter 
nliich depoaalt in their cauldiuu. after 
the animal cnnsliluent of bone ha) 
been: completely rli m lulled by attain. 
That deposit, which ii phosphate of 
lime and magnesia, n eagerly pur- 
chased by the agriculturist! of Great 
Hritaiu at Us. pur f wi,, which ii a higher 

price than that of guano 

•Suinr of nur new soils are indeed too 
rich lo require manure of any tort, hut 
olht-ri arr unjirutilahlr without having 
recoil rue tu art, Olhrra, again, may br 
rich in Ihe element nhich yields an abun- 
dance of herb and straw, yet may fail lo 
produce a remunerating crop uf iced, 
frum a deficiency of the phosphate!. 

In England the phosphates are pro- 
duced a* with ui, by the actiun uf (team 
on buries, which eliminate! their animal 
■natter. The ff*-ttthn? thui extracted, after 
having been carefully deprived uf the fat 
with which it may be mixed, ii eva- 
porated tu dryness and constitute! glue, 
Why that substance should not be manu- 
factured in the cnlouy as ail article of ex- 
port wuiilii lie a myilery tu all who are 
not aware of iht apathy which charac- 
terises the settler uf New South Wales. 

Aquestiuu basariseawhelherbonetn hich 
line undergune the boiling-dowu process 
be, or be not, aieffectual for the purpose of 
manure at the fresh bunen. Jt ii mg- 
geited by our correspondent that although 
the animal mallet uf hones be of great 
value fursume culltirei. yet tht phosphate 
of lime ia the oulv ingredient required for 
grain, miles! under particular stale) of 
soil. 

The uithoilcJ bouri ground for manure 
may be obtained at Grot* 'i Hilli, in Sus- 
sex-street, at, we believe, Is. 6d. per 
bushel, which is less than is paid by tht 
agriculturist! uf uur mother country. 

The quantity formerly recommended by 
the code of agriculture wai 90 buiheu 
per acre. The " British Husbandry," 
published by the Sucu-ly for Promoting 
Vseful Knowledge, men tiuiii that a farmer 
manured a tract uf poor land at a rale of 
00 to ISO bushels per acre, which enabled 
il lu bring forth luxuriantly »pd to hear 
uats fifteen yean in tucceuiou, which 
could not liave been done on the 
original soil, A report of the 
Uuncaiter Agricultural A.ssucialiuu on 
hone manure, quoted by the British 
Husband, v, says " three ucrea of light 
sandy laud weir dressed ut I till with ISO 
buihtli of boitei per acre, nine* which 
lime the laud is said artrr 1o hurrffir* 
got leu it, but is near I) as good again ai 
the other part, funned precisely in the 
same way, with the exception of the tmt 
application of bones.' How important 
then ii that icience which teaches ui lo 
produce the nine results, as far as present 
effect is cuucemeii, with '«*> or thrtt 
rWAe/jr— combined with sulphuric acid. 
If wc admit that in such a case the doae 
of manure wuuld require to be repeated 
more frequently than wheu the largei 
quantity ia employed, there is atill an im- 
mense laving in expenditure!. 

The importation of bonei for manure 
from Germany and the Ntihtrlandi into 
Great Britain haa been prud igioua for the 
last fifty years. The fad wat noticed aa 
a matter uf high political interest by that 
eminent stateitnan and minister, Mr. 
rlllKtlaQg . and it has long lince pasaed 
into a proverb in our mother country, 
that every imported ton of German bones 
savci the impu nation of ten loni of Ger- 
man corn. How mucb greater might be 
the relative amount of saving, now that a 
small quantity of bone may by chemical 
means be rendered equivalint to the larger 
one formerly used \ 

We shall return to this subject from 
a connctiun of its great importance. We 
have already shown that uur aouLhem 
neighbours can export wheat lo Great 
Britain gt remunerting prices, even under 
all the diaad vantage arising frum protec- 
tive duties. Our last advices from Lon- 
dun leave no doubt that those dunes will 
lie almost wholly taken off, and that Aus- 
tralian wheat will be admitted tnlo the 
market un the same footing ai that or 
Canada.
